With a mon-
opoly its rule was autocratie, with high
rates for service, scrvice none too good
and extra charges for any fasars that
might be asked for.

The demand not only bher: but In

cother towne was refused with empha-

gls and In A manner to give deep of-
fense to the business interesit. In this
city to resent the policy of the old
company the
organized, and not until the Citlzens'
company was ready to do business,
with plant installed and rates just one-
half of what the old company had been
charging, did the Ilntter make the
slightest conceszion. When the com-
petition  materialized the Michigun
company reduced rates to meet the
competition, and It was openly admit-
ted as goon as the competition disap-
peared the old rates would be restored,

The Citlzens' company, made up en-

tirely of local stockhalders, prospered
from the very beginning. It had no
| bonded Indebtedness, and ita $300,000

capital was distributed among nearly
five hundred holders In amounts rang-
Ing from 825 upward, very few hokls

holders wers business men and small

| capltalists, some putting in thelr money
to |

as an Investment, more of th®m
help along an enterprise which would
relieve them of the exactions of the
monopoly. This local Interest was one
of the strongest element: in the sac-
cesg of the new company and has cons
tributed materially to the abllity of
the company to pay regular quuarterly
dividends of 2 per cent,

OTHER CITIES ORGANIZED.

The success of the Cltizens’ company
here encouraged other eltles to organs
ize Independent companies, Muskegon,
Kalamazoo
other towns extablished exchanges of
their own, and as the loeal exchanges
wers establighed toll lines were ex-
tended to connect theni.

plang for an arereasive cams
palgn to recavture the feld, A grecial
telephone bullding wag erected, the
wires were 'aid in conduite instead of
strung on poles and naw ard improved
boards and instruments were put in,
pfforts to gain =abseribors wers
redoublid and almest any kind of a
gervice could be had at alme any
kind of a pwice.

After the Detrolt deal went thicagh
the independent companies held o con-
vention in thir clty to devige wuys »nd
mefans to resist the aggressings of 11,
Michigan «ompnny, apd an agresment
was slpned by all the companivs rep-
resented not o sell under uny clreuin-
stances to the Michigan company with-
out wdvising the Independents that ne-
gotlations were {o progress an! giving
the latter o chonee to bay. Hapdly
had this agreement been signed wiea
the announcempent was mide 1that the
Ealamuzoo conpany had be<y gath-
ered Into the Breie fold, The Citigons'
company, of this chty, emdeavara 1 1o
head off the deal, but the negotlations
had progressed too far, and the owner-
rhip changed, and this cut another
sliee out of 1the Independent tleld. A
few days luter the Ervie company nn-
nounced that 4 controlllng Intercet 'n

The Citlzens' of this city
took prompt actlon, and, as a result,
Instead of the Munkegon company boe-
coming the property of the Brie I waas
turned uver to the Cltizeny' company.

loeal. In this oty every ceffort was
mude to stampede the stockholiders 19
the Cltizens' company to unlond while
it was yet time, and half a dozen broks-
ers were out pleking up all that counld
be shaken out by the panie.
